The board of directors of 
the North Texas Municipal 
Water District 
(NTMWD) 
have been presented a raw 
water study for the existing 
service area of the NTMWD 
to the year 2050. 
Included in the study are

City, Richardson, Rockwall, 
Forney, and Mesquite.

L ucas, 
Murphy, 
Rowlett, 
Sachse, 
and 
Sunnyvale, 
plus

It is projected that by the 
Year 2000 the NTMWD will 
be

of one hundred and fifty five 
million gallons of water per 
day and a maximum 
of

gallons per day. 
By the year 2050 it is 
estimated the region could 
have grown to one million
